SCIENCE AND PEACE. 


The German "gliders,” those marvelous 
motorless airplanes which soar like birds 
and remain for hours in the air, have made 
a large part of the world nervous. 
"The 
German bent for the combination of scien­ 
tific research 
actual manufacture, 
remarks the London Times, "is again at 
work and may again be dangerous. 
\\ hat 
was more harmless, or indeed more to the 
advantage of international industry, than 
that German organizations should turn the 
scientific curiosit.es of coal-tar chemistry 
into the manufacture of synthetic dyes? 
And yet, as we know now, the transforma­ 
tion gave Germany a stranglehold on an 
important industry, and, in its secret mili­ 
tary developments, nearly led to the rum of 
the civilization of the w’orld. 
And what 
more delightful than that the Germans 
should develop the novel and exciting sport 
of ‘sail-planing* and should elaborate deft 
and beautiful toys which any of the five 
hundred aeroplanes our air ministry has 
ordered, or is about to order, might swoop 
down upon and crush out of existence at 
any moment? But what if the toys should 
show the way in which new weapons may 
be made, and the knowledge and skill ac­ 
quired in seemingly trifling pursuits should 
establish principles and develop types of 
which the military application might not be 
revealed to us until possibly too late? 
Doubtless the public will be told that our 
air ministry is watching the German and 
French experiments with ‘gliders.’ But the 
fact remains that they are German and 
French and not English. Although we 
have an air ministry and air marshals, air 
doctors and air barracks we have little or 
no research in aeronautics.” 
Who can say that the anxiety which the 
Times is at no pains to conceal is ground­ 
less? But what is to be done about it? 
It 
happens that the science of war has chang­ 
ed radically in many respects, and that one 
of the most important changes is found in 
the fact that nowadays some of the most 
potent of the instrumentalities of war are 
also necessary instrumentalities of peace. 
Constructed for peaceful uses, they can al­ 
most in a twinkling be converted into war 
weapons; yet to forbjd their construction 
by the Germans would be to prohibit the 
German people from ever getting on their 
feet economically and commercially. 
The 
moral should be of interest to those who be­ 
lieve that in this age, when chemists, elec­ 
tricians, biologists and inventors are rap­ 
idly supplanting generals and tacticians as 
the real war-makers a nation like Germany 
can be held down permanently by force. 


CELIBACY FOR INSTRUCTORS. 


Springfield, Mass., Republican. 


The problem of the pay of college in­ 
structors is met boldly by Northwestern 
university, in the fashionable Chicago su­ 
burb of Evanston. 
"Only men with inde­ 
pendent means will be considered among 
the married men,” Dean Roy C. Fickenger 
of the College of Liberal Arts announces. 
The pay of instructors ranges from $1,000 
to $2,500 a year, which is much too little 


for a Northwestern teacher and his wife to 
live on comfortably in the expensive en­ 
vironment of Evanston and with the social 
duties and cultural obligations developing 
upon them, so the dean declares. 
To make both ends meet under the con­ 
ditions faced by young faculty couples the 
teachers, it appears, has to do outside tutor­ 
ing or "literary potboiling,” and his wife 
sometimes even has to work as a clerk in a 
store. 
But if the teacher is a bachelor he 
can do tutoring 
and 
potboiling without 
being able to point the finger of rebuke at 
the institution. 
And if the young woman 
with whom he may have had a youthful 
"affair” has to continue clerking in single 
blessedness she can have the satisfaction of 
feeling that she has not disgraced her hus­ 
band, if not also that she is serving well her 
employer and the public. 
It is all simple 
and easy. 
To become 
an 
assistant professor at 
Northwestern, a rank high enough to carry 
with it a salary sufficient to keep the wolf, 
the potboiler and the clerkship from the 
doer of the married couple, a man must, it 
appears, have obtained a Ph. D. degree, 
that is, he must have spent time enough in 
special study to have passed the age when 
many young men marry. And perhaps hav­ 
ing attained the age and the degree he may 
not get the assistant professorship 
after 
all; and the waiting sweetheart may no 
longer be waiting. 
That is the other side 
of the shield. 
What Northwestern University has suc­ 
ceeded in doing, through Dean Fickenger's 
announcement, is to call attention again to 
the inadequacy of the pay of college teach­ 
ers below the rank of professor and to 
bring up the question of living standards 
and social requirements of faculty mem­ 
bership. 
It has suggested that, at Evans­ 
ton at least, "plain living and high think­ 
ing” are no longer treasured ideals. 
A 
good many people will feel that a young 
man of exceptional scholarly attainment 
and gifts as a teacher with a wife able to 
help him with understanding sympathy— 
even if she has to help also in the breadwin- 
ning—might serve the college well even if 
the clothing and the social activity of him­ 
self and his wife were only such as people 
not associated with college circles at 
Evanston find sufficient for comfort, self 
respect and the making and keeping of 
good friends. 
The dean's announcement is periliously 
near to an announcement of snobbishness. 
It is a denial to a class of young men of high 
purpose and fine attainment of a right to 
share on ordinary terms in the life of their 
fellows in the world at large and in accord­ 
ance with the circumstances of the average 
citizen. 
He puts them in a class apart,*a 
position which it is safe to say that a good 
many of them, and not to their discredit, 
will decline to accept But it is true enough 
that they ought to get more pay. 


His listening soul hears no echo of battle,

name; 
But down through the years comes a little 
one's prattle, 
No paean of triumph nor welcome of 
fame, 
And it seems as if now’ at his heart she were 
clinging

WANTS BIBLES READ 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


VERSAILLES. 
MO., 
Sept. 
20.— 
The southwest annual conference of 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church, 
south, following the example of the 
Missouri conference of this church 
recently held at Moberly, passed 
a 
strong resolution urging the consti­ 
tutional convention, now in session 
in Jefferson City, not to exclude the 
Bible from being read in the public 
schools of this state. 
The 
confer­ 
ence was prefectly willing to leave it 
with the respective communities of 
the state as to the advisability 
of 
reading and teaching the Bible in 
the schools, but it urges especially 
that it shall not be excluded or con­ 
sidered unlawful for a teacher to use 
the Bible as a textbook or otherwise. 
The resolution, in part, is as follows: 
“Whereas, The m atter of permit­ 
ting the reading of the Bible in the 
public schools of the state is at is­ 
sue before the constitutional conven­ 
tion, in session at Jefferson City; 
and, 
“Whereas, There is a decided dif­ 
ference of opinion in that body on 
the measure; therefore, be it 
“Resolved by the Missouri annual 
conference of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal church, south, that we urge upon 
the constitutional convention the ad­ 
visability and great desirability of 
adopting a proposal plainly stating 
that the Bible shall not be excluded 
from being 
read 
in the 
public 
schools of Missouri; and be It furth­ 
er 
“Resolved, That this action of the 
conference be communicated to Dr. 
W. H. Black, a member of the con­ 
stitutional convention.” 
The members of the 
conference 
were urged to communicate to their 
respective representatives 
in the 
constitutional convention relative to 
this matter. 
It is said the St. Louis 
conference, which meets next week 
at Flat River, Mo., will also pass this 
resolution, making 
it 
unanimous 
among Missouri 
Southern 
Metho­ 
dists.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 20— No 
member of 
the 
constitutional con­ 
stitutional convention can prophecy 
with any degree of certainty wrhen 
the work of the convention will be 
completed. It was called to order May 
15 of this year, with no limit set upon 
the length of its deliberation, now in 
their fifth month. 
The convention 
w’as called by the vote of the people 
of Missouri in the avowed belief that 
the document which Is to be super- 
ceded had become obsolete. The old 
constitution was framed in 1875. 
A 
member arising in convention has as­ 
serted that it is his belief that, un­ 
less some rule for shortening debate 
shall be adopted, the convention will 
be In session “not only when the 
snow flies, but when 
the 
flowers 
b’oom again. 
Efforts to obtain clo­ 
ture have failed several times, the 
argument prevailing that careful de­ 
liberation is essential to the ecu­ 
s’ruction of a sound document. The 
convention may Indeed continue until 
spring if such time is nscessary to 
the consummitlon of its work. The 
convention is said to be “a law unto 
itself,” inasmuch as it may vote ap­ 
propriations for Its 
own 
mainten­ 
ance. That it will remain in session 
for some time Is evidenced by the 
bulk of woik wh*ch lies rhead. 
Only two of the eight committee 
reports which have been submitted 
have been delt with with any degree 
of finality—the legislative and the 
committee on suffrage and elections 
reports. 
The convention resumed this w’eek 
the discussion of the report of the 
judiciary committee, with every Indi­ 
cation that the debate will be pro­ 
longed. 
The report excited b week 
of debate when it was first broached, 
with the deleg tes sitting as a com­ 
mittee of the whole, and it was fin­ 
ally referred buck to the judiciary 
committee, which made an effort to 
remove obstacles which seemed to 
stand Insurmountably in the way of 
passage. 
Sections of this report waich excit­ 
ed special 
antagonism 
were those 
providing for a judiciary council to 
regulate proceedings in courts of rec­ 
ord, the reduction of the number of 
circuit courts to from 38 to 15, the 
abolishment rf the probate courts 
and the discarding of ji’stices of the 
peace. 
The amended report of the 
judiciary committee gives the legis­ 
lature the veto power over decision 
of the judicial council, provides that 
there shall be as many justice! of the 
peace as may be necessary in each 
county and that connty commissions 
take the place of county courts Jan­ 
uary 1, 1927, when the county courts 
stall be made courts of record with 
probate powers. 
It is estimated that the report of 
the committee on taxatfoi will not 
be ready for more than a week. The 
report It Is anticipated, will require 
much discussion, as the problem of 
taxation is much before the people 
today. 
The repot t of the ministerial com­ 
mittee, propos.ng a budget for state 
finances 
is 
another 
report 
wLh 
which the convention will have to 
dfAl. 
It also seeks the reduction of 
the 70-odd boards and commissions 
of the state government to twelve 
civil departments, with a view to eco­ 
nomy in government. 
The report 
will probably claim much care and 
discussion, as will several other re­ 
ports. 
Members of the contention have 
declared that It is almost certain that 
it will be In session wh n the Christ­ 
mas holidays ►/ill arrive.

L. D. Thompson in person of $4,000,- 
000 In highway bonds to New York 
and $1,000,000 of the same to St. 
Louis today will, he estimates, effect 
a considerable saving to the state. 
To deliver the bonds by registered 
mall, insured would have cost $425, 
according to his figures. 
Delivery 
in person will save probably more 
than 
one-fourth 
of 
this 
amount, 
and, Mr. Thompson feels, will as­ 
sure the prompt arrival of the bonds 
at their destination. 
They were 
purchased from the state Sept. 1 
for delivery Sept. 20. 
Proceeds 
from their sale will be used in be­ 
ginning 
the construction of $60,- 
000,000 worth of roads in Missouri. 
Mr. Thompson was careful not 
to reveal the time of his departure 
from Jefferson City with the valu­ 
able documents. He only stated that 
they would be delivered on time at 
their destination. 
Besides the cost of sending by in­ 
sured mail, Mr. Thompson wished 
to 
avoid 
all 
possible 
delay 
which sending the bonds by mail 
might have entailed. 
The signing 
by the governor, the secretary of 
state, the treasurer and the audi­ 
tor and the stamping of the bonds 
was not completed until Sept. 18. 
According to the rules of the com­ 
pany with which the state insures 
valuable mail, not more than $1,- 
000,000 
worth 
of bonds may 
be 
shipped on one train, and more than 
$50,000 in bonds may not be wrap­ 
ped in a single package. 
The ship­ 
ment on five separate trains and 
the preparation of 
100 
packages 
would have required the loss of con­ 
siderable time. 
Furthermore, the 
registration of the 
100 packages 
would alone have cost $65. 
The in­ 
surance would have cost $350, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Mr. 
Thompson’s 
<esti­ 
mate. 
The treasurer, auditor, secretary 
of state and governor were at work 
on signing the bonds, a part of each 
day for three days. 
The signatures 
would have been completed sooner 
had not the state political conven­ 
tions and meetings of the board of 
equalization intervened. 
The $15,000,000 of soldiers' bonds 
were delivered in St. Louis by mes­ 
senger at a cost of $206, though it 
would have cost $1,200 to deliver 
them by mail or $4,200 by express. 
The rate which the state pays for

good points to look for in cockerels. 
A great deal of emphasis was also 
placed on the matter of feeding the 
proper ration in order to make the 
poultry flock profitable. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hill are raising two 
varieties of 
chickens—Buff 
Rocks 
and White Leghorns. 
The discus­ 
sion in the morning was limited to 
the White Leghorn flock and the cul­ 
ling of the same while in the after­ 
noon the Buff Rock flock was culled 
and a full discussion on the quali 
ties of the heavier breed of chickens 
was held. 
County Agent WT. T. Angle, who 
conducted the demonstration laid a 
great déal of 
emphasis upon the 
feeding of the bran mash (two parts 
shorts, two parts bran, one part tank­ 
age or meat meal) to the chickens 
the year around in a self feeder. This 
as stated should 
be 
supplemented 
with ten pounds 
of corn and five 
pounds of oats daily to each 100 hens 
where they are 
not getting other 
grain. Kaffir corn or wheat may be 
substituted for the corn. 
Emphasis was placed on the weed 
ing out of the flock the small under­ 
sized, narrow back, weekly const!

To the house 
at representatives: 
Herewith is 
returned without 
approval Hr 
10874. a bill “to pi o vide adjusted 
compensation for the veterans of 
the world war. and for other pur­ 
poses. 
“W ith the avowed purpose of 
the bill to give expression of a 
nation’s gratitude to thosa who 
served in Us defense in 
the 
world war, I am in accord, but 
to its provisions, 
I do 
not sub­ 
scribe. 
The United States nev­ 
er will cease to be grateful, it 
cannot and never will cease giv­ 
ing expression to that gratitude. 
“In the legislation for what is 
called adjusted compensation con 
gress failed, first of all, to pro­ 
vide the revenue (rom which the 
bestowal is to be paid. 
Moreover it establishes the 
very 
dangerous 
precedent of 
creating a treasury covenant to 
pay which puts a lurden, vari­ 
ously estimated 
between 
four 
and 
five 
billions, 
upon 
the 
American 
peope, 
not 
to 
dis­ 
charge an obligation, which the 
government 
always must 
pay, 
but to bestow a bonus 
which 
the soldiers themselves while 
serving in the world war, did 
not expect. 
“It is not to be denied that the 
nation has certainly very bind­ 
ing obigations to those of its de­ 
fenders w’ho made real sacritices 
in the world war and who left 
the armies injured, disabled, or 
diseased so that they could not 
resume their paces in the nor- 
*il activities of life. There ob- 
ignations are beirg gladly and 
generously met. Perhaps there 
are here and there inefficiencies 
and injustices and some distress­ 
ing instances of neglect, but 
they are all unintentional, and 
every energy is being directed to 
their earliest possible correc­ 
tion.

If an obligation were to he ad­ 
mitted, it would be to charge the 
adjusted compensation bill with 
inadequacy and stinginess whol­ 
ly 
unbecoming 
our 
republic. 
Such a bestowal 
to 
be worth 
while, 
must 
be 
generous and 
without apology. Clearly the bill 
returned here which takes cog­ 
nizance of the inability of the 
government wisely to bestow and 
says in substance, ‘we do not 
have the cash, we do not believe 
in a tax levy to meet the situa­ 
tion but here Is our note. 
You 
may have our credit for half its 
worth. 
This Is not compensa­ 
tion but rather a pledge by the 
the congress, while the executive 


branch of the government is left 
to provide for payments falling 
due in ever increasing amounts. 
“When 
the 
bill was 
under 
consideration in the house I ex­ 
pressed the conviction that any 
grant of bonus ought to provide 
the means of paying it and I 
was unable to suggest any plan 
other than that of general sales 
tax. 
Such a plan was unaccept­ 
able to the congress, and the 
bill has been enacted without 
even a suggested 
means 
of 
meeting the cost. 
Indeed, the 
cost is not definitely know*n, 
either for the immediate future 
or in the ultimate settlem ent 
The treasury estimates, based on 
what seems the most likely ex­ 
ercise of the options, figures 
the direct cost at approximately 
$145.000.000 for 1923, $225,000,000 
for 1924, $114,000.000 for 1925, 
$313,000,000 for 1926, making a 
total of $795,000,000, for the first 
four years of its operation, and 
a total cost in excess of $4,000,- 
000,000. 
No estim ate of large 
indirect cost ever 
had 
been 
made. The certificate plan sets 
up no reserve against the ulti­ 
mate liability. 
The plan avoids 
any considerable direct outlay 
by the government during the 
earlier years of the bill's pro­ 
posed operations, but the loans 
on the certificates 
would 
be 
floated on the credit of the na­ 
tion. 
This is borrowing on the 
nation's credit just as truly as 
though the loans w*ere made by 
direct 
government 
borrowing 
and invokes a dangerous abuse 
of public credit. 
Moreover, the 
certificate plan of payments Is 
little less than certified inability 
of the government to pay and 
invits a practice on sacrificial 
barter which 1 cannot sanction. 
“It is w’orth remembering that 
the public credit is founded on 
the popular belief in the defens- 
ibility of public expenditure as 
well as the government’s ability 
to pay. 
Loans come from ©very 
rank in life, and our heavy tax 
burdens reach, directly or in­ 
directly, every element in our 
citizenship. 
To add one sixth 
of the total sum of our public 
debt for a distribution among 
less than five millions out of 
one hundred and ten millions 
w’hether 
inspired 
by 
grateful 
sentiment or political 
expedi­ 
ency, would undermine the con­ 
fidence on which our credit Is 
huilded and establish the prece­ 
dent of distributing public funds 
w’henever the proposal and the 
numbers affected make It seem 
practically appealing to do so. 
'Congress early appraised the 
danger of borrowing directly to 
finance a bestowal which is with 
out obligation and manifestly rec 
ognized the financial problems 
with which the nation is con­ 
fronted. 
Our maturing promises 
to pay within the current fiscal 
year amount 
to 
approximately 
$4,000,000,000 most of which will 
have to be refunded. 
Within 
the next six years more than 
$10,000,000,000 of debt will ma­ 
ture and will have to be financed. 
These outstanding and maturing 
obligations are difficult enough 
to meet without 
the 
complica­ 
tion of 
added 
borrow ings, ev­ 
ery one of which threatens high­ 
er interest and delays the adjust­ 
ment to stable government finan­ 
cing and the dimunition of fed­ 
eral taxes to defensible cost of 
government. 
“It is sometimes thoughtless­ 
ly urged that It is a simple 
thing for the rich republic to 
add four billions to its indebted­ 
ness. 
This 
impr ssion 
comes 
from the readiness of the pub­ 
lic response to the government’s 
appeal for funds amid the stress 
of w’ar. 
It is to be remembered 
that in the war everybody was 
ready to give his all. 
Let us 
not 
recall 
the 
comparatively 
few exceptions. 
Citizens of ev­ 
ery degree of competence loan­ 
ed and sacrificed, precisely in 
the same spirit that our armed 
forces went out fcr service. The 
war spirit impelled. 
To a w*ar 
necessity there w*as but one an­ 
swer, but a peace bestowal on 
the ex-service men, as though 
the supreme offering could be 
paid for with cash, Is a perver- 
tion of public funds, a reversal 
of the policy which exalted pub­ 
lic service in the past and sug­ 
gests that future defense is to 
be 
inspired 
by 
compensation 
rather 
than 
consciousness 
of 
duty to flag and country. 
“The pressing problem of the 
government is that of diminsh- 
ing our burdens, rather than ad­ 
ding thereto. 
It is the problem 
of the 
world. 
War inflations 
and war expenditures 
have un­ 
balanced budgets and added to 
indebtedness 
until 
the 
whole 
world is staggering under the 
load. 
We have been driving in 
every direction to curtail our ex­ 
penditures and 
establish 
econ- 
mies without impairing the es­ 
sentials of governmental activi­ 
ties. It has been a difficult and 
unpopular task. It is vastly more 
applauded to expend 
than to 
deny. After nearly a year and a 
quarter of insistence and persua­ 
sion with a concerted drive 
to 
reduce government 
expenditure 
in every 
quarter 
possible, 
it 
would wipe out everything thus 
far accomplished 
to 
add 
now 
this 
proposed 
burden, 
and 
it 
would rend the committment of 
economy and saving so essential 
to our future welfare. 
‘‘The financial problems of the 
government are too little heed­ 
ed until we are face to face with 
a great 
emergency. 
The di­ 
minishing income of the govern* 


ment, due to the receding tides 
of business and attending in­ 
comes. has been overlooked mo­ 
mentarily, but cannot be longer 
ignored. 
“Inevitably it means increased 
taxation, 
which 
congress was 
unwilling to levy for the purpose 
of this bill, and will turn us 
from the course toward economy 
so essential to promote the ac­ 
tivities which contribute to com­ 
mon welfare. 
“It is to be remembered that 
the 
United States played no 
self seeking part in ttíe world 
war and pursued an unselfish 
policy after the cause was won. 
We 
demanded 
no 
reparation, 
for the cost involved no pay­ 
ments out of whb-fc obligations 
to our soldiers cot’.ld be met. 
“I confess a regret that I must 
sound a note of disappointment 
to the 
many ex-service men, 
who have the Impression that it 
is a simple m atter for the gov­ 
ernment to bestow billions in 
peace as it was to expend bil­ 
lions in war. 
I regret to stand 
between them and the pitiably 
small compensation proposed. 
I 
dislike to be out of accord with 
the majority of congress which 
has voted the bestowal. 
“The simple truth is that this 
bill proposes a government obli­ 
gation of more 
than 
four 
bil­ 
lions without a 
provision of 
funds for the extraordinary’ ex­ 
penditure. 
These 
ex-soldiers 
who served so gallantly in war, 
and who are to be so conspicu­ 
ous in the progress of the repub­ 
lic in the half century before us, 
must know 
that 
nations 
can 
only survive w*here taxation is 
restrained from 
the 
limits 
of 
oppression, 
where 
the 
public 
treasury is locked against class 
legislation, but ever open to 
public necessity and prepared to 
meet all 
essential 
obligations. 
Such a policy makes a better 
country for which to fight, or to 
have fought for, and affords a sur­ 
er abiding place in which to live 
and attain.

The forecast for the Irish cr white 
potato crop in the United States for 
1922 is considerably above me 1921 
crop, according to a report issued to­ 
day by E. A. 
Logan 
and 
Jewell 
Mayes of the Federal-State Crop Re­ 
porting Service 
of Missouri. 
The 
forecast is 438,398,000 
bushels 
for 
1922 as compared with 346.823,000 
produced in 1921, and a five-year av­ 
erage of 385,391,000. with practically 
all the potato-growing states 
show­ 
ing an Increase over last year, the 
report states. 
“On account of too much rain,” It 
continues, “the New England produc­ 
tion largely grown in Maine, will be 
15.000.000 bushes less than last year 
and 3,000,000 bushels less than a 
five-year average. 
Other large pro­ 
ducers are showing increases over 
last year and are above a five-year 
aerage, except New Jersey, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Michigan. 
“The mountain states of Montana 
and Wyoming, and California on the 
coast show increases over last year. 
“The potato crop in Missouri, Kan­ 
sas and Nebraska suffered from ex­ 
cessive drought, but is larger In the 
commercial districts than last year 
owing to an increased acreage. Col­ 
orado shows a heavy Increase over 
last year, as does Iadaho, and both 
of these states are almost 50 percent 
above the five-year average produc­ 
tion. 
“Washington 
and 
Oregon 
are 
slightly less than average, 3nd Cali­ 
fornia is about the same. 
“Unless 
destructive 
conditions 
arise between now and maturity, the 
national crop of potatoes should be 
92.000.000 bushels above last 
year 
and 53,000,000 above a five-year av­ 
erage. 
“Potatoes in Canada are an aver­

THE PROFITEERS’ BONUS 


* President Harding has missed another 
opportunity to serve the American people 
by vetoing another bonus bill, says the St 
Uouis Post-Dispatch. 


LLOYD GEORGE AND KEMAL. 
Mustapah Kemal, leader of the victor! 
ous Turks, has shaken King Constantine on 
his throne, and he may joggle consider­ 
ably a good deal 
bigger man than the 
Greek King. 
It is possible that Premier 
Lloyd George may find his premiership im­ 
periled by Kemal. 
Clearly Lloyd George had to make a 
quick decision regarding the Turkish busi­ 
ness. He had to decide in a hurry what to 
do about the Turkish threat to take Con­ 
stantinople. 
He decided upon an aggres 
sive policy and he not only talked war but 
got ready for war. 
Although more than 
The Fordney- McCumber tariff bill is in 


that Constantinople should be returned to 
all the people for the benefit of a favored 
few—the favored few being far less nu- 
•merous in the case of the tariff than in the 
• 
^ease of adjusted compensation. 
The purpose of the protective tariff bill 
is to prevent competition between the 
taxed foreign-made goods and American- 
made goods. It will not only levy a tax on 
imports, but it will enable the favored pro­ 
tected American manufacturers and pro­ 
ducers to fix their prices on a level with the 
price of imported goods plus the protective 
^ tax levied on imports. Then the American 
people will have to pay to the protected 
American producers and manufacturers 
the additional artificial price created by 
the high protective tax combined with for­ 
eign price of imports. 
The protected American manufacturers 
and producers will thus be paid a bonus by 
the consumers who will embrace all the 
people. They will enjoy a special tax priv­ 
ilege which will enable them to reap the 
benefit of a bonus taken out of the pockets 
of the people. 
The tax will raise a revenue of $400,- 
000,000, but the bonus to the favored pro­ 
ducers and manufacturers will far exceed 
the revenue. The New York Herald, a re­ 
publican newspaper, estimated that the 
tariff taxes lay a burden of from $3,000,- 
000,000 to $3,500,000,000 on the American 
people in the increased cost of livihg caus­ 
ed by the tariff. 
The people will thus be burdened with 
a payment of the revenue of $400,000,000 
and the bonus of from three to three and 
a half billions. This is an annual burden, 
not the total burden, which will be levied 
on the people by the tariff bonus. 
: The bonus, therefore, paid by the people 
to the few privileged by the tariff bill will 
far exceed the amount provided for the ex- 
service men in the bonus bill. 
All the arguments used by Mr. Harding 
in his message vetoing the ex-service bonus 
can be applied with more force to the tariff 
bonus. 
The tariff bonus levies a crushing addi­ 
tional burden of taxation and bonus pay­ 
ments on the people now staggering under 
heavy war taxes. 
It tak28 huge sums out of the pockets of 
\ 110,000,000 people for the benefit of a 
small percentage of the people. 
Other strong arguments might be added. 
* : The tariff bonus will disjoint business 
, by creating a new level of prices and 
I wages. 
It will increase prices and the cost of liv­ 
ing when the imperative necessity of de­ 
creasing prices and the cost of living has 
been recognized and the government has 
labored to reduce both.

the Turks subject to

one might readily suppose from Lloyd 
George's course since the Turkish victory 
that Britain had revoked that decision alto­ 
gether. 
This has already evoked protest in Eng­ 
land, where the consequences of a British- 
Turkish war at this time are clearly under­ 
stood. 
Such a war would mean a mighty 
stirring up of the whole Mohammedan 
world against the British and this would 
be awkward, especially in India. Thus the 
premier’s aggressive policy is being criti­ 
cised in itrong terms and it is quite possible 
ble that in the situation now developing 
there is the making of a political crisis. 
The chances are, perhaps, that Lloyd 
George is merely answering Kemal’s blus­ 
ter with some bluster of his own and that 
his real design is simply to secure the free­ 
dom of the Straits; but in the meantime 
the Turkish problem threatens to make a 
split in British opinion which might have 
interesting results, especially in view of the 
fact that Lloyd George’s Near Eastern 
diplomacy during the past several months 
has not been anything to brag about. 
If, after shaking Constantine on his 
throne, Kemal should shake Lloyd George 
in his premiership, he might feel that he 
had 
done something noteworthy even 
though he never took Constantinople by 
force of arms.
